After successful completion of
service, AmeriCorps members earn a
Segal AmeriCorps Education Award
to pay  for qualified educational
costs. Since 1994, more than 30,000
Wisconsin residents have served
approximately 45 million hours and
earned education awards totaling
more than $117.3 million. Higher
education institutions and other
organizations in Wisconsin have
received more than $266.0 million in
education award payments since
1994.

AmeriCorps members and AmeriCorps Seniors volunteers
served at more than 900 locations across Wisconsin, including
schools, food banks, homeless shelters, health clinics, youth
centers, veterans' facilities, and other nonprofit and faith-
based organizations. Through a unique public-private
partnership, AmeriCorps and its partners generated more
than $10.7 million in outside resources from businesses,
foundations, public agencies, and other sources in Wisconsin
last year.
